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better. Small r flakes an not believed to give lesulta tfiat arc bb good as do laige flakes, as 
claimed. It is believed ih« the largpr the flakes, the higher the specular nrfleciion and the more 
metallic ihe look. 

The combination wjcctionB of the (daima are based on the same questionable 
understanding of the art as is the above discussed rejection of claims 54-56. 

Claims 54-58, 62. 63. 66, 67. 70. 71, 74 and 75 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paiagraph, as containing subject matter that is not enabled, since the text does not describe the 
preparation of dry toner. Applicants respeotmUy disagree. In view of the f dllowhig comments, the 
Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejection. 

Firstly, the jqjpUcation uidicates, at least at page 12, line 7 that powder toners can be used. 
Second, the method of making the toner particles, as described at page 14, line 31 to pagp 15, hne 
27 . resulta in toner particles in a flqold. It would have been hnmwtiatd y obvious to a person of the 
art that the thus pa»duced toner particles, could be used in powder loner by simply evaporating the 
carrier liquid. This method of prodncmg powder toner from a toner particles in a Uquid is very 
well known in the art. 

Claims 65. 66 and 67 stand rqectcd under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject mattET that is not enabled, once flie application does not teach how to electrify the 
panicles. Applicants nsspectftiUy disagree. In view of tiw following comments, Oie Examiner is 
zespectfoUy requested to reconsider and withdraw tiie rejection. 

Applicants note that the application at pagp 13. line 29 to page 14, line 27. teaches a 
method of preparing white toner. The application stetes, specifically at page 14, line 24 that die 
"material is charged as described above", referring to page 12, Imc 36 to page 13. line 5. At page 
14, lines 28-30, the gold and silver flabe tonem are described as being "prqjaicd in a manner 
similar to die first mefliod for piodudng white toner ink". A person of ordinary skffl hiflie art 
would have appUed the tanght method for charging to die gold and aUver inks, espedafly m view 
of the fact tiiat reference is made in the ifisclosure to flidr being used in a well known 
electrophotographic printer and a mediod which deariy uses charged toner ^wge 15, Hnea 7-9). 

As to die Examiner^ snggeation that the application should be updated in reference to any

(what is believed to be the latest edition ) tiie MFEP}. in which any such requhBd change should 
be made by Examdner's nTrT'-"'^"^'^* AppUcants further note that tiicre.iB also an appUcation 
mentioned on page 3.
